t Wilson's policy towards Russia pro- 
ceeds cautiously but not timidly and proceeds upon 
the assumption that any intervention in Russia to 
rescue it from Germahy, to retstablish it and ro- 
organize it, must be with Russian confidence. 

Out of their perplexities the Russian people must 
come to understand the intentions of peoples with 
whom they find themselves involved. They do un- 
derstand or are beginning to understand not only 
the German purpose but how their own disorgani- 
zation has played into that purpose. 

Ineffectually at present they are seeking relief. 
It is ineffectual because they broke down their own 
power of resistance to Germany; but Russia is not 
placid, and if it could find organization, supplies, a 
true Russian government, and regain its power to 
defend itself, it would try to throw the Germans 
out and would again become a factor in the world. 

The president's policy, which, it is said, does not 
wholly meet the ideas of the British and French, is 
to offer Russia help which will increase in effec- 
tiveness as the Russian people better understand 
its intent and their need of it. For this reason the 
expedition which will enter Siberia will not be in 
numbers sufficient for the military purposes, or 
what would be the military purposes if the allies 
were endeavoring by force to restore order in Rus- 
sia and set up a new front against the Germans. 

It will be sufficient to give the Czecho-Slovaks 
assistance and to indicate to growing Russian in- 
telligence that adequate help will be given when 
they are ready to. receive it. It will avoid creating 
in Russia a feeling of resentment such as would be 
caused by the presence of invaders. Resentment 
is growing against the Germans. It is the Amert- 
can policy to let it grow and not to inject a counter 
irritant and inflame the Russians against a new set 
of invaders whose purpose may be misread and 
whose intent misunderstood. |
